NO'iES  ON  PLANTING;  All  gray  leaved  plants  want  well 
drained  soil  and  sun  (generally  dry). 

Leaves  with  small  hairs  on  underside  require  position 
where  the  sun  is  reflected  upward. 

Plants  with  hairs  on  leaves  and  stems  require  sun. 

Narrow  leaved  plants  want  dry  situation  (Some  partial 
shade ) . 

Plants  with  long  tap  roots  are  resistant  to  drouth.

Glauca.  Little  known  in  this  country.  Evergreen  trailing 
groundcover,  with  small  fern-like  blue-green  leaves.  Is  es¬ 
pecially  happy  in  part  shade.  Wet  or  dry  soil. 

Microphylla.  Forms  neat  compact  evergreen  masses.  Stands 
full  sun.  Wet  or  dry  soil.  A  splendid  ground  cover  under 
shrubs,  but  do  not  use  where  burrs  will  catch  on  elothing. 

ACHILLEA- Yarrow 


Ageratifolla.  Silvery  foliage  with  large  white  flowers, 
8"  high.  Blooms  in  May- June.  Plant  in  dry  sunny  situation.. 
Lime  loving. 


Tomentosa.  Gray  foliage, 
compact  growing,  with  bril¬ 
liant  yellow  flowers,  June- 
September,  on  6"-8"  stems. 
Plant  in  full  sun  and  dry 
situation.  Lime  loving.

Argenteum.  With  dense  silvery  gray  foliage.  The  flowers 
are  yellow  in  clustered  heads,  about  15"  high.  Happy  in 
ordinary  garden  soil. 

Saxatlle  Compactum,  Yellow  clusters  of  flowers  in  early 
spring.  Any  ordinary  well  drained  garden  soil  in  sunny  sit¬ 
uation.  Lime  loving. 

Saiatlle  FI.  PI.  A  rare  double  flowering  form  of  above. 
Flowers  are  a  deeper  yellow  with  a  longer  season  of  bloom. 
Culture  same  as  above. 


AUCHJSA-Bugloss 

tfyoaotldlflora.  A  distinct  dwarf  specie  from  Russia. 
Snail  brilliant  forget-me-not  blue  flowers  in  Aprll-May. 
Culture:  Plant  8"  apart  sun  or  shade.  Well  drained  soil. 

ANDROSACE-Rock  Jasmine 


Lanuginosa.  Silvery  leaves  on  trailing  stems  and  ter¬ 
minal  umbels  of  lilac  pink  flowers.  In  bloom  June  to 
Autumn.  Requires  sun  and  well  drained  soil. 


Sarmentosa  Chumbyl.  Makes  a  pretty 
rosette  of  silky  foliage.  Pink  Verbena¬ 
like  blossoms,  4"  High.  Requires  sun 
and  well  drained  soil.

Dloca  Rosea.  A  compact  ground  cover  for  poor  soil  and 
dry  sunny  situations.  Foliage  attractive  with  its  silvery 
sheen.  Pale  pink  flowers  in  May.  Flower  heads  are  sometimes 
dyed  as  everlastings. 

ANTHEMIS- Golden  Marguerite 

Tinotorla.  Pretty  yellow  daisy-like  flowers  in  June- 
July.  About  18".  Average  garden  soil. 

Alzoon.  Silvery  foliage  with  lovely  white  flowers  in 
May-June.  6"  high.  Average  soil.

A  very  dwarf  and  distinct  variety,  forming 
compact  clumps,  smothered  with  large  semi -double  white 
flowers. 

Victor.  The  most  dwarf  of  all  and  perhaps  the  prettiest.

Purpurea.  (Original  specie)  Pretty 
purple.

A  very 
sunny  place  and  dry  situation.

Repens.  A  low  creeping  carpeting  plant  with  white  and 
pink  flowers  in  May  to  Sept.  A  good  wall  or  rook  plant. 

Loves  lime.  3"  high* 

HELIANTHEMUM-Sun  Roses 


Buttercup.  Evergreen  prostrate  shrublet  with  single  gol¬ 
den  yellow  flowers. 

Clara  Middleton.  Same  as  above,  with  single  rich  orange 
flowers. 

Fireball.  Same  as  above  with  bright  soarlet  double  flow¬ 
ers.  The  sun  roses  prefer  lime  and  well  drained  gravelly 
-soil.  They  do  not  like  manure  and  flower  most  profusely  in 
poor  soil.

Perrys  White.  Dwarf  and  compact.  Pure  white  flowers  on 
12" -1 5"  Btems  from  May  to  July. 

Sanguines.  Bright  coral  rose  flowers  on  sterna  12" -18" 
high  in  June- September. 

Hyperlcum-St .  Johnswort 

Reptans.  A  treasure  to  be  cherished.  It  forma  a  dense 
prostrate  mat  with  deep  green  foliage,  on  which  recline  the 
large  old  gold  flowers.  The  flowers  are  preoeded  by  buds  of 
rich  blood  erimaon.  4"  high.  Ordinary  soil  and  sun. 

IBERIS-Candytuft 

Little  Gem.  A  dwarf  and  compact  evergreen  form.  White 
flowers  in  early  spring.  Good  for  sunny  places  in  rockery 
or  on  slopes. 

Semperv Irene.  Evergreen  shrublet  about  8"-10"  high.  White 
flowers  in  spring.  Full  sun,  ordinary  soil. 

INCARVILLEA-Gloilnla 


Delavayi .  Plant  in  rich  sandy  humus,  well  drained.  Mar¬ 
velous  flowers  of  rich  rose  on  15"  stems  in  June.  Shade  or 
sun. 


IRIS-Species 

Arenarla. (Species)  A  lovely  little  iris  with  large  yel¬ 
low  flowers  in  May.  3" -4"  high.  Should  have  full  sun  and 
well  drained  soil  composed  of  peat  or  leafmold.
